Thirty years since, ‘these 
hills were in the midst of a wilderness, 
Glothed with primeval forests, and the 
cathe s of that remarkable phanome- 
Stone Mountain, just seventeen 
— from here, was unknown to half 


t of this State. 
tanta fs a benutifal city of]? 
pen} to thousand people, who are, 


td hy the Bist active nud on- 
terprising population of any city im the 
South Situatedat the gates which open 
through the mountains, at the terminus 
of the only practicable pass for a railroad 
from the West to the open country of 
the South, it is the rec pte of the 
commerce between these sections; and 
this, und it. being the erent railroad 
centre of the Ruud, has made it to grow 
und prosper beyond example in the South. 
You know that Sherman, to appreciate 
the difficulty of its Capture, in that ma- 
lignant spirit of a little mind burned it 
ximost to the last building. I saw it in 
N, when searching for the gruves of a 
won and n nephew uh in battle here —a 
maw Of blackened ruins, and without 
form. 

The war ended, the people returned, 
wand though despoiled of very nearly all 
Micir means, went vigorously to work, 
pub away the prejadices engendered hy 
whe war, invited capital and enterprising 
men to come and help them rebuild and 
repeople their desolated city -und see 
What they have accomplished! There is 
not om evidence left of the ravages of 
war. The buildings are all new and 
commodious ; the residences ure in most 
instances palatial, her business houses ex- 
tensive and well appointed, and her 
manufactories numerous and prosperous. 
Within the few days of my stay here, | 
have visited a number of the most pro- 
minent houses, and find every one of 
these driving, actively, a large and pro- 
fitable business. There are several dry 
goods and grocery houses here, which 
sell from $800,000 to 1,000,000 anni: lly 
of mer¢handise. Every one, without 
exception, with whom I have CONVE rcd. 
tells me they are prosperous and doing 

quite as much business us they desire to 
do. Every interest here seems flourish- 
lug; the city is full of people; all are ac- 
tive, and all are cheerful. 

Amongst the first improvements made 
after the war was the building and fur- 
nishing of a splendid hotel editice, the 
II. I. Kimball house. The fogies of the 
day looked upon it as a most wild and rid-| 
iculous enterprise, one far beyond the 
wants of the place and this age. The 
building is quite as extensive as the St. 
Charles of our city, and its distribution 
of apartments and their furnishing quite 
equal to that favored house, and iu many 
particulgrs far superior, especially in the 
size of ite bed rooms and the luxury of | 


its beds, It is now kept, and admirably 
100, by Col. Nichols, who knows how to 
keep n hotel, and does it. Every com- 
fort the traveling public may desire or 
the summer sojourner, is here found, and 
all of first quality—the consequence is, 
Atlanta is fast becoming the resort of the 
people of the more Southern portions of 
the States, as well as for those of other 
sections, who desire the mountain air, 
the pure waters, and a pleas nt home for 
the hot months. 

There are two springs of the most ex- 
cellent mineral water in the immediate 
vicinity of the city, both approached by 
the cars of the city railroads, are 
fast becoming fashionable resorts. In my 
walks 1 have found a New Orleans 
French creole, Mr. deSaulles, here at the 
head of a large dry goods house, and 
making a fortune rapidly, his face cov. 
ered with the happy expression of well 
to do contentment; and two New Orleans 
ladies, married to business men here, and 
all prosperous. DeSaulles laughs, and 
says work is no disgrace to man or 
woman. I like to contemplate his rotund 
happy face, and contrast it with those of 
o many of my creole friends at home, 
and from my soul I do wish that they 
could emancipate themselves from the 
curse of caste, and feel that work, honest 
Kork, so far from being a disgrace, is the 
chiefest of honor to every one, male or 
female.
